NOW AT HEIGHT. 
IN NEW ORCHARDS 


Raspberries and Cherries Were 
Plentiful; Butter Peas Were 
15 Cents; Cabbage 5 Cents. 


A bountiful curb market greeted 
buyers this morning. 
Mid-summer 
fruits and vegetables ran 
the 
scale 
for diversity and abundance. 
Prices 
for the most part remained firm. 
Eggs sold at 30 cents a dozen and 
butter at 45 cents a pound. 
Raspberries were 
plentiful 
at 
15 
cents a box, and sour cherries were 
offered at 3 boxes for 25 cents. Sweet 
cherries sold from 16 to 30 cents a 
box. 
Butter peas were freely offered atj 
15 cents a quarter peck, new cabbage j 
sold at 5 cents a pound, and mid-sum- j 
mer apples were offered, 
but 
found 
few purchasers, at IO cents a quarter! 


Army of Pickers Fast 
Gathering Large Crop 
Which Is Now Load­ 
ing Down Trees 
In Adams County. 


Adams county’s “baby industry," 
sour cherry cultivation, is now in full 
swing and will continue at its height 
for at least another week. 
During the past week or so the two 
hundred and sixty odd acres which 
contain yielding trees have been in­ 
vaded by a horde of pickers who are 
busily engaged in picking the chief 
ingredient of cherry pies and yet they 
are still far from being at the end 
of their labors, a survey of the lead­ 
ing orchards shows. 
At the orchard of John and Ivan 
Musselman, at Orrtanna, more than 
thirty acres are in bearing 
and 
a 
troop of nearly 200 pickers has been 
engaged in stripping the trees of their 
ta rt fruit, hut the yield is so heavy 
that it is estimated that it will take 
over another week for them to com­ 
plete their job. 
At the opening of the season con­ 
servative estimates placed the yield of 
that particular orchard at 5000 bush­ 
els, but in the light of present re­ 
turns a total yield surpassing 6000 
bushels is predicted. 
Trees Loaded 
The trees are heavily loaded with 
a grade of fruit which is large and 
hardy, little loss, if any, being sus­ 
tained by the rotting of the fruit on 
the trees. 
The average yield for each 
of the 3000 trees now bearing is 
about 
two bushels. 
Besides 
this 
orchard the Musselman interests have 
several other hearing tracts and have 
planted about 19,000 additional trees 
this year. 
The fruit is taken the same day 
that it is picked to the canning 
fac­ 
tory at Orrtanna, which is the only 
factory devoted to the canning of 
cherries in the state of Pennsylvania. 
The fruit is thrown into a wash 
and then runs onto a conveyor where 
the remaining stems and bad fruit are 
removed. 
Then the cherries fall into 
a seeder where the pits are forced 
out at the rate of about a ton of cher­ 
ries an hour. 
From here the “meat" 
drops into another wash from whence I 
it is put into the gallon cans which
